A Sudden Rise of Water. 


The rains ot last week at Gibson Oity 


and Montioello have flooded the Banga- 
mon river, and at present it is on a big 
boom. Since Sunday morning the water 
has risen 8 to 12 feet, and it is still rising. 
At 11 a. m. to-day the river lacked only 
two feet of being as high as it was in 
February, 1883, when so much damage to 
oropa and bridges resulted. Many farm- 
ers wore kept away from Deoatur to-day 
because they thought it dangerous-to 
cross the bridges. The latest report is 
thnt all the bridges are firm, with an 
early prospect of the water falling. D. 
A. Maflit had fifty shocks of wheat in the 
bottom swept away by the sudden rise. 
No doubt other farmers along the river 
hive Riill'ered losses of the same kind. 


At noon to-day the river at the Matlit 


bridge had risen to within 2j< feet of the 
etriogere, and the water was over the ap- 
proaches on both oidos of the river. 
The 


fill at the water-courses on the approaches 
aro wiished oway, and of course the 
bridge is now unfit for uso until the wa- 
ter gcofi down and the ropiiirs can be 
mndu.

The water lucks a foot and a half of 
reaching tho stringers, and the approaches 
are above water. 1'eople were passing 
ovor the bridge at noon.

w:u a little, weazcn-fured old 
niriM. 


with a fringe of wfcito liair surrouiidinp; 
his head, und sniall black eyes that 
beamed with a kindly eNprrssion upon 
his neighbors, and yet showed, all tlie 
qualities which indicateil a shrewd man 
of business. 
Ho was the owner of a 


curiosity shop, wherein wa.s contained 
a rare collection of bric-a-brac, an- 
tiques, old armor and lurnknro, and 
now and then he would phalilci) the 
In-art ot Mime strti^linj; painter from 
the Quartier Latin liy sellinj; one of liis 
|)ietun-s on coinniission. 


In the rear of the shop were three 


rooms—one u.m-d a.s the sitting-room 
and eating-room ot the old man, an- 
other as liis sleeping apartment, and 
the third, of smaller dimensions, as tho 
sleeping apartment ot his only clerk, 
Jules Koneeaii. 


The old man was frugal in his tastes, 


and there was an air nf simplicity in 
his dwelling ipiarter-!, which, however, 
wns rendered .«omc\vhat grotesque by 
the appearance in t.he corner of the sit- 
ting-roojn of a quaintly ornamented 
euge, which contained a p«'t bi.boon, 
upon which tlio shopkeeper lacishi-il 
much attention, 
lie had purchased 


tho brnto from a sailor, some time ago, 
and expected to tind a ready sale for 
it; but Coco wivs full of so many tricks, 
so many quaint and cunning ways, 
that I'ierrc Labricbon could not. bring 
hiiusclf to part with it, and so Master 
Coco remained, the pet of his master 
and with the run of the premises after 
business hours 
were over. 
People 


looked upon tho old man's pet with no 
special favor, but the old man himself 
was so kind to every one, so benevo- 
lent to the poor, and, withal, so jn.st in 
his doaJings, that they forgot thi.s ore. 
idiosyncrasy in tlio general goodness of 
tho man. 
Jules Ronceau. his clerk, was a 


young man of about twenty years of 
ace, ftrong, handsome and intelligent. 
wno had been iu tho employment of 
his master for uearly three year?, dur- 
ing which time he had shown himself 
willing to work, and, it had always 
been supposed, was strictly honest, ns 
—to within the last two months—the 
old man had placed almost implicit 
trust in him, but within that p'eriod re- 
garded him with nn evident distrust, 
which Jules could not comprehend. 
On the previous night tbo young man 
had requested permission from his mas- 
ter to visit his sister, Olairette, and a< 
her house was in tho suburbs, he fur- 
ther asked that he might bo permittee!

Picrro Labrielion was ottered in evi- 
dence for tho motive of tho crime, tho 
mention in it of the missing hammer, 
and the 1'aet thai the old shop-keeper 
had been murdered by blown from a 
hammer proving eircnmstanlial evi- 
ilenee, thai Iho counsel for the defense 
could not break down. 
Then, a<;ain, 


Jules was unable to establish his alibi. 
In a paroxysm of tears his sister had 
teslilied th.u 
on 
the 
night, of Ihe 


fatal 'M of August her brother had left 
her house at- nine o'clock. Jules con- 
fronted 
this evidence 
that lie 
had 


passed Ihi" remainder ot the night in 
question with ono Toineue Deligne, 
but when the o Ulcers of the law went 
in M>.ireh of I lie woman no such per- 
son eo.ilil be found at tho address 
given bv the ae-.-'i-.e'J. 
Clearly, Jules 


1'ionecaii had murdered his master to 
secure his wealth. 
Ho was speedily 


found gniilty, condemned to the guillo- 
tine, aud all Pans breathed freely that 
it was soon to be rid ol such a monster 
of ingratitude.

ineanlime strange tilings 


were in progress iri the old curiosity 
shop in Kue L.i'.itte. 
It had been 


closed 
and 
unoccupied since tho 


diecovorv of the murder; but

nieo-hbofs 
declared

noises were heard there 
at night,' 


and the more superstitious of tiieni did 
not hesitate to say that the place was 
oaunted. It will bo remembered that 
on the morning of the 4t,h of August, 
when Jules Konccau had stood knock- 
in°- at the door ol the shop for admit- 
tance, he had been joined hy a gen- 
'darme who had entered the place with 
him. 
This gendarme, Jacques Del-, 


mont, was a" man of great strength 
and powerful will. 
When he heard 


the stories of the strange noises in tho 
deserted 
building he determined to 


investigate them for himself. 
Stating 


his purpose to his superior officer, he 
obtained leave of absence for the night, 
and quietly let himself into the bmld- 
in°% armed with a revolver and carry- 
in5 a dark lantern and a strong rope. 
He took up his position iu the shop, but 
left the doors of the .sitting room and 
sleeping apartments open, so that he 
could 
command 
a view of them, 


the bed upon which Pierre Labrichon 
had been murdered standing out white 
and ghastly in tho moonlight thai 
streamed through the windows. 


The night, passed quietly. 
Then. 


was no sound to disturb the silence ol 
the place, and Jacques Delmont was 
beginning to fear that the mystery 
woiild remain unsolved. A.s ho had 
almost given up in dcspivr, the great 
bell of Motre Dame clanged out tho 
hour of midnight. 
With the last stroke 


the watcher was startled by a rustling 
noijc in tbe sitting room. In a moment 
lie was on the alert, and arose noise- 
lessly from the ber.eh upon which ho 
had been seated.

countenance of Coco, 1'icrre Labrieli- 
on s pel baboon1 


Strange things happened next morn- 


ing when Ihe police, notified by Jacques 
Delmont, of the curious and start- 
ling events of the preceding night, 
made another search of the premise*. 
This time their attention wa« turned to 
the large cage w Inch had been occupied 
by Coco. 
I'tilhntj aside the heap of 


hay in the corner, the iirst thing found 
was 
the 
in;ssing 
battle 
hammer,, 


staine-1 with clot-, of blood and a few 
locks of the old man's white hair cling- 
ing to it. Then the now thoroughly 
asTonislu-d ollicials discovered se\cral 
articles of bric-a-brae, aud, to crown 
all. a sum ol money, amounting to ex- 
actly '•>''(i Iranes. 


Tho news spread Ihroiigh Paris like 


w i l d f i r e , and Jacques I V i i u o n l was Ihe 
hero of the hour. 
A reprieve was ob- 


laincd for Jules Koi.eeaii, and the vola- 
tile 1'onsia'H, who only Ine. day before 
had cursed .Hies as a monster, now 
regarded him as a mai l \ r , \\ I'ose lile 
haTl bei n saved by a miracle. The 
mvMerv was ontirolv cleared awav a 
week after when a I'ortug'.ie-e sailor 
entered the ollieo ol tho Commissary of 
Police and made tlio following .state- 
ment: H \\as be who sold the baboon 
to Pierre Labrichon. The animal had 
been an arrant thief while on .shipboard 
and had frequently stolen from (he 
pailors. 
Among two of the latter a 


lend had arisen, and one night cue of 
them had murdered the other by beat- 
ing out his brain.s wiih one of thefhip's 
liiuumiTs. 
Coco had witnessed the 


murder, and often nf'.erwavd had re- 
pealed Ihe actions of the murderer to 
the edilication of the sailors. 


This statement was tully corrobor- 


ated I'.v the nlliccr-. of the ship, and it 
w.us evident that Pierre Labrichon hail 
been killed, and thai all the miri.sing 
articles and monev had been stolen 
and concealed by the brule.

Rouceau was declared innocent, (rood 
fortune awaited Iniu afl'-r the terrible 
oi'deal through w h i c h he had passed, 
f<>)-, bv the will of the murdered man,

Or the hundred Suspecta who were 


in Kilmainham Jail, Dublin, with Mr.
